At the Quarterly Meeting held June 11th, 1892, Mr. Geo. 
Cumming gave notice to the members that, at the next meet-

To amend Section 2 of Article 1X, Constitution of the 
Mechanics’ Institute of San Francisco, to read as follows: 
Src. 2. Every member who shall have complied with 
Article VIII, Sections: 1 to 5,.at least six months previ-_ 
ous to such election, and who is not delinquent, shall be 
entitled to vote in the election of Trustees.

result may be, and often is, that it leaves a large propor- 
tion of the members (sometimes approximating one-half) 
entirely unrepresented. This will, as the Institute in- 
creases in members and wealth, Jead to evil methods, 
such as we now see in the political parties of to-day, to 
gain control of the property and patronage of the asso- 
ciation. 

If, however, the members are fairly and proportionally 
represented in the management, it would be very difficult 
(if not impossible) for any clique to use the Institute 
for its selfish purposes. 

Now, the only objection that has been brought for- 
ward against the proposition of this mode of proportional 
and preferential voting is, not the principle (which 
most all concede is just), but the apparent difficulty of 
formulating a method by which it can be accomplished 
free from complications and error. 

This objection has no foundation in fact. The diffi- 
culties are more apparent than real. 

It is not a new idea, and has been in successful opera- 
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tion in various countries, viz., in Denmar 
years, partly in Switzerland and in various s 
Kngland.
